Pessim ism of the Past Few Weeks 


H as Disappeared— In North Dakota, 


Where a Veritable Calamity

Predicted a Short Time Ago, Crop 


Conditions Are Reported to Be in 


Better Shape. 


M inneapolis, July 29.—O ptim ism has 
tak en the place of pessim ism in the 
ran k s of th e grain men of the ch am ­ 
ber of com m erce In M inneapolis in 
regard to all kinds of grain in the 
N orthw est. 
Good crops are predicted 
for 
M innesota 
and 
South 
Dakota, 
while for N orth Dakota, w here a ver­ 
itable calam ity w as predicted a cou­ 
ple of w eeks ago, conditions a re re­ 
ported In b etter shape. 
A lthough the crops of M innesota 
w ere thought to have been badly dam ­ 
aged rep o rts to the grain dealers in 
th e Mill City indicate th at in some 
p arts of the state the crop never was 
in 
b etter shape. 
This 
includes all J 
kinds of small grain and corn. 
T h e cutting of w heat is spotted, 
some localities have already t h r o -lied 
and th at which has been pounded out 
proves to be of high quality. 
In parts 
of N orth D akota tile w heat straw s are 
short. 
In places the stem s were so 
short th a t the wheat had to be mowed 
and in m any in ta m e s no results w hat­ 
ever have been obtained. 
T h e oat, (lax and barley crop of 
South Dakota and .Minnesota are, from 
reports, well rounded out and a good 
crop is predicted. 
Corn is still puz­ 
zling to the dealers. 
T he terrific heat 
of the past few days in (lie far South­ 
west has caused m uch trouble and. 
unless rain comes in that p art of the 
country, th e corn crop will bo literally 
burned up. 
T he te m p eratu re in the 
Southw est is reported at from IOO to 
117 degrees, w ithout rain. 


Present Conditions Good. 


In th e corn belts of Indiana, Illinois, 
Iowa and parts of Missouri telegram s 
sta te cooling show ers have fallen, and 
present conditions are good. 
A wire 
from H astings, Neb., states th at the 
heat has been terrible on corn, and 
th at unless rain falls im m ediately the 
farm ers will be unable to get any kind 
of a crop. 
G. F. Ewe of Van D usen-H arring 
ton Grain company, president of the 
M inneapolis 
cham ber of com m erce, 
m ade the following statem en t after 
receiving reports from various parts 
of th e th ree states: 
“So uth w estern M innesota prom ises 
a bonntiful harv est of all kinds of 
small grain and corn. 
Some sections 
in th at p art will exceed everything we 
ever had from the present outlook. 
N orth w esteru 
M innesota 
is 
not 
so 
good, 
but 
will 
m ake 
considerable 
grain, so the state on a whole will 
produce a good average crop. 
‘‘Tin1 eastern half of South D akota 
prom ises a norm al crop of all kinds of 
small grain. 
Corn especially prom ises 
an excellent crop if the present con­ 
dition is m aintained. 
The N o rthw est­ 
ern p a rt of N orth D akota is Hurt by 
dry, hot w eather. 
P rospects there are 
not to exceed a half crop of small 
grains. 
“South D akota will produce about 
75 per cent of last y ear’s crop of small 
grains. 
N orth 
D akota 
suffered 
se­ 
verely from drouth and hot w eather, 
and th a t state will probably produce 
very little oats or barley enough for 
com m ercial 
purposes. 
T he 
w heat 
crop will not exceed 40 or 50 per cent 
of 
last 
y e ar’s 
production. 
A 
few 
th reshin g retu rn s from th e states are 
highly satisfactory and exceeding ex­ 
pectations.” 
On 
the 
whole, 
the 
M inneapolis 
cham ber of com m erce men sta te th at 
crop conditions are not as serious as 
predicted by m any of their nu m ber a 
few w eeks ago.

FOUL PLAY NOW SUSPECTED 


Body of Minnesota Man Found in a 
Small Lake.

and suit was filed 
to prevent

tra n sfe r of the stock on the books of 
the company.

Sewers are in Good 
Condition 


T. J. Johnson, superintendent of 
the Northwest Paper Co. pulp mill 
situated at the 
W eyerhauser dam 
north of the city stated yesterday 
that the w ater in the Mississippi 
river was very low but his mill had 
not been bothered any for w ant of 
w ater because they only used a small 
am ount. 
Two thirds of the natural 
flow of the river ran over the sluice 
ways and was not used by 
them. 
For the last four weeks the w ater 
has rem ained practically stationary, 
not varying over three inches. 
He adm itted however, th at the river 
was at the lowest stage he had seen 
in the last seven years th a t he had 
been here. 
Tile N orthwest 
Paper 
Co. pulp mill has four pair of 36 inch 
turbines. 
The city 
electric 
light 
plant which was lost in the fire sev­ 
eral m onths ago had two turbines 
and the loss of these has increased 
Hie head of water at the dam. 
Albert Stevens, 
the engineer of 
the city's pum ping station said the 
present stage of water was the low­ 
est he had seen in 20 years and th a t 
if it fell another foot the city would 
be in serious danger, for there would 
not be enough w ater 
w ithin 
his 
reach to fight a big fire. 
The river 
w ater is piped from a crib near the 
west side of the river to a well at the 
pump house, where it is pumped by 
a Fairbanks-M orse pump, newly in­ 
stalled, through the city mains. 
At 
a recent small fire Stevens asserts he 
lowered the w ater in the well two 
feet. On Sunday the w ater is lower 
than on week days owing to the dis­ 
position of the w ater by the 
pulp 
mill north of the pum ping station. 
Pat Long, a foreman of the Missis­ 
sippi & Rum River Boom Co., said 
the w ater was at the lowest stage he 
had seen it in the last 14 years. 
The crib was examined out in the 
river and Mayor A. Ousdahl 
took 
the measurem ents last evening. The 
water is now 16 Inches above the 
top of the crib. 
Should it 
lower 
16 inches and expose the planking 
there would be grave danger to the 
city in case of a big fire, for there 
would not be enough w ater on hand. 
“ No m atter at what stage the river 
is,” said Mayor Ousdahl, “ we shall 
always have enough w ater for do­ 
mestic use.” 
The two sewers were 
examined 
and were found to be in good condi­ 
te Dn. 
The height of the w ater does 
not cut much figure with them. 
William Brown, a foreman of the 
N orthern Pacific railway shops who 
owns a motor boat and is thus able 
to pay particular attention to the 
river, stated that the swamp w ater 
which bas previously been running 
down has been superseded in the 
last three weeks by a flow of lake 
water, m aking a great improvement 
in the quality of the water.
